The patina on copper can be produced 
a variety of but generally by means 
of sulphur vapors, which not infrequently 
produce beautiful iridescent shades of 
color. Acidation is effected by a mixture 
of salt and ammonia; if necessary the sur- 
faces are also treated with hydrochloric or 
sulphurous acid. The appearance of age 1s 
imparted to the object by rubbing on a mix- 
ture of lampblack and turpentine, which 
setties in the deep places in metal reliefs; 
more durable is a coating of black varnish, 
which is rubbed oft again so that it leaves 
only black places in the recesses. 

To pewter an “antique” patina is im- 
parted by simple rubbing with garlic or 
lampblack; for particularly striking ef- 
fects, butter of antimony is used to gold 
and silver, by means of treatment with sul- 
phide of carbon a spurious appearance of 
age is easily imparted. 

Other imitators seek to impart a higher 
value to really old, but unattractive, copper, 
silver and pewter vessels, by decorating 
them with repoussé work or engraving 
Such falsification dodges are hard to detect 
because the articles themselves are genuine, 
only the freshness of the tool marks and 
the color of the patina 
tray them. Very often, too, the designs are 
not in accord with the styles of the period 
or are conspicuously devoid of taste. 

In silver articles the goldsmith’s marks 
are imitated or really genuine articles, par- 
ticularly tea pots or tankards, are “im- 
proved.” Sometimes only a genuine bottom,

Castings are also 
made from entire pieces, but such imuita- 
tions are easily detected by the lack of 


sharpness in the goldsmith’s marks. 


(here are plenty of old silver spoons, 


but not as many silver forks, though they 
are also needed making up antique sets 
of table ware; for this reason spoons are 
often made over into forks without inter- 
fering with the stamp. Old medals and 


coins are multiplied by electrotyping meth- 
ods and then provided with the patina, the 
gold or silver coating. 

Such a spurious coin is sometimes placed 
in an acid which corrodes the impression 
and changes it, making the discovery of 
an imitation more difficult. The genuine 
medals and coins are all minted; 1f, there- 
fore, we discover a casting seam on a 
medal, it is certainly spurious. Its weight, 
too, compared with a minted piece of equal 
size, is somewhat greater. If we doubt the 
genuineness of the patina, we need only 
rub the piece with lemon juice, which re- 
moves the verdigris and leaves the cop- 
per bare; boiling water dissolves all varnish 
or similar coatings used for “ageing”: the 
genuine patina, however, is affected neither 
by lemon juice nor boiling water. 

The peculiar fine polish on old weapons 
is imitated by patient rubbing with polish- 


ing ware; but a fairly trained eye learns 
easily to distinguish the genuine from the 
imitation. Genuine damascening was ef- 
fected by engraving grooves which were 


then filled out with gold or silver wire. The 
imitator has an easier way; he _ simply 
etches out the design with acids, lays gold 
scrap or gold leaf on it and hammers it in. 
The surface is then rubbed smooth with a 
file. This fraud is easily detected. It is 
only necessary to raise the end of the gold 
wire with the aid of a pointed tool. In the 
case of genuine goods we obtain a continu- 
ous gold wire, whereas the imitations yield 
only minute gold particles. In some in- 
stances the forger silver-plates or gilds the 
entire surface by the electro-deposit process, 
then protecting the pattern with a coating 
of varnish, removes all the rest of the gold 
or silver by means of acids. Only a little 
after-treatment 1s needed with the chisel 
and the deception is complete. 

To cause iron to rust quickly the imita- 
tor buries it in damp ground or sprinkles 
it with water or an acid, hydric chloride. 
for instance. The verdigris patina produced 
on “‘antique’’ bronze swords can readily be 
removed by rubbing on metal or sand paper.

necessary to know very many difterent 
technological processes of modern times, 
is well as the Middle Ages, in order 


determine falsifications. 

Considering the vast number of spuriou3 
antique metal objects constantly placed on 
the market, it is necessary that experts ded- 
icate their attention particularly to the test- 
ing of these objects, so that they may be 
employed by those interested, especially by 
collectors. In this calling of experts it 
would appear to me, says Fr. Hth, in 
Deutsche Goldschmiede Zeitung, that metal 
technologists, especially those familiar with 
galvanotechnics (electrotyping), would be 
much better qualified than men who con- 
sider the articles from a purely art-histor- 
ical standpoint. As the latter find much 
greater difficulty in recognizing the traces 
left by tools, working machines, etc., than 
a man who has worked practically with 
them, it is evident that the theoretician is 
likely to be readily deceived by imitations. 
The training of experts in this field would 
appear to be an important work for the in- 
dustrial art schools.

Consul Edwin N. Gunsaulus, Johannes- 
burg, Transvaal, has submitted a report to 
the Department of Commerce at Washing- 
ton, D. C., regarding gold and other min- 
ing in South Africa during 1914. In this 
connection he reports regarding the dia- 
mond production as follows:

Death of A. J. Baker.

Death of Daniel T. Smith. 

SAALEM, Mass., Oct. 20.—Dani.1 T. Sm'th, 
one of the oldest wa.chmakers and jewelers 
in this part of the country, died last Sun- 
day morning at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Albert E. ‘Cole, at 320 Lafayette St. 
He was in his 91st year. 

Mr. Smith went into business as a watch- 
maker with his father after gradua ing 
from the old English High School in Salem 
in 1840. After completing his appren‘ice- 
ship he and his brother, Edward A. 
Smith, formed a partnership, which lasted 


until 1869. In 1869 Daniel JT. Smith 
succeeded to the business, which he carried 
on alone until 1908, when he retired. The 
business had been established by his father 
in 1803 and had been in the family for 105 
years. 

Mr. Smith was the oldest member of 
Fraternity Lodge, I. O. O. F., having joined 
Jan. 13, 1847. He was twice married and 
leaves a widow and two daughters, Miss 
Myra |.

Death of Joseph T. Allen. 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 20.—luneral serv- 
ices for Joseph T. Allen, head of the firm 
of Joseph T. Allen & Co., retail jewelers a 
1323 E. Main St., and a well-known Con- 
federate soldier of this city, who died Sat- 
urday morning, Oct. 16, at 1.30 o’clock, at 
his home, 3100 E. Broad St.., following a 
lingering illness, took place Sunday after- 
noon at 4 o’clock from Leigh St. Baptist 
Church, the pastor, Rev. John J. Wicker, 
officiating. 

Mr. Allen was 72 years old and had been 
in failing health since the death of his wife, 
about 18 months ago. Hardening of the 
arteries was assigned as the immedi te 
cause of death. 

Born in King William County, Mr. Allen 
came to Richmond as a mere child and be- 
gan apprenticeship in watchmaking under 
Edward Kersey.

The lady, of course unconsciously, glanced 
at the young man’s necktie and discovered 
that he himself was not wearing a scarfpin. 
Her eyes wandered to his vest pocket, and 
she discovered that he wore no watch chain 
or fob.

Judge Crain, in the Court of General

He succeeded in getting to his 
feet, and grabbing an emp.y revolver from 
behind the case pointed it at the stranger 
Jecoming frightened, the crook drew a re- 
volver from his pocket and shot Mr. Krauss 
in the left \fter firing the shot he 
ran along 23d St. to Sixth Ave., but at 22d

The following day the prisoner was ar- 
raigned in the Jefferson Market Court and 
was held for further examination under 
$25,000 bail. Although the man practically 
pleaded guilty, he was held for a further 
hearing until Mr. Krauss had sufficiently 
recovered to leave Bellevue Hospital, where 
he had been removed after being shot.

OTWITHSTANDING the attempts made to discredit and, if possible, 
stop the educational campaign of publicity conducted by THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR and the many retail jewelers who are

SPACE FOR CASH—DON’T GIVE IT AWAY! WHY DON’T THEY PAY FOR 
IT?”, naming the Jewelry Publicity Campaign of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR. 

It is needless to state that this campaign of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR and 
its readers to show the women of the country why they require certain jewelry for 
certain dresses and certain occasions, is one for the benetit ot the public as well as the 
jewelers. There is no fund of any kind behind it nor will there be one cent spent in 
any newspaper to buy space. The articles are offered on their merits for their value to 
the public, and are accepted and used by the daily papers on this basis alone, the times 
effort and expense being borne entirely by THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR. 

The circular of the American Newspaper Publishers Association was based either 
on a misunderstanding or on misinformation supplied by those inspired with the sole 
idea of preventing the jewelry trade from getting any benefit through the press except 
as a result of advertising or publicity that was bought and paid for.

Attack Made by American Newspaper Publishers’ Association Against Great Work of The Jewelers’ Circular and Its 
Subscribers Will Not Succeed Owing to Intrinsic Merit of Articles Supplied to Daily Papers. 
the Many Educational Articles Already Published and the Unusual Character of the Publicity Given 








to the Subject of Jewelry. 


A Word as to 

















VERY movement to benefit a people 
or an industry has met with opposi- 
tion before it has gained great headway, 
and the campaign of educational publicity 
inaugurated by THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, 1n 
which jewelers all over the country are co- 
operating, its share of 
abuse. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
work started by this journal and aided by 
jewelers in United 
States has resulted in harm or loss to no 
one, but, on the contrary, has helped to edu- 
cate the public on jewelry subjects as never 
before, opposition has beea aroused in pub- 
lishing circles to an extent that would have 
been fatal to the campaign ‘had it not been 
that it is one for the general good of the 
industry and based on purely educational 
lines, while the articles for which publicity 
is being sought have an intrinsic merit that 
insures their publication. 
Fortunately for the trade, before the op- 
position was aroused to this campaign of 


has come in for 


every section of the 


publicity it had achieved success such as 
has never been attained before in a move- 
met of this kind and public interest 
throughout the country had _ successfully 
been aroused in the subject of the principles 
of wearing jewelry. But it is not the 
amount of the space which has been given 
by the newspapers to the subject of jewelry, 
enormous as it has been, that has been the 
most valuable factor of the work—it is the 
peculiar character of the publicity that has 
been accorded to the subject. Instead of 
the trade being able to get in short items 
about jewelry, the newspapers of the coun- 
try in most cases have published great, long, 
illustrated articles under one, two, three 
and four column heads, some papers even 
giving entire pages of their regular issue or 
fashion supplement to featuring the prin- 
ciples of jewelry wearing. 

It has taken but little persuasion on the 
part of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR and the 
retail jewelers co-operating to convince the 
editors of local papers that the matter of- 
fered for publication was in no sense the 
usual “press agent stuff” or publicity copy, 
but were feature articles of deep interest to 
the public, for which, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, an editor would be glad to pay 
good money. Realizing the character of 
the articles which they were using and the 
interest that they would evoke with their 
readers, the papers in most cases have fea- 
tured them most prominently and in a large 
number of instances have published not one 
or two articles, but are publishing the en- 
tire series of “The First Principles in the 
Wearing of Jewelry,” as they appeared in 
THE JEWELERS’ CrrcuLAR. Never before 
in the history of any trade has such a co- 
operation been given by the daily press to 
a trade subject, and never before has the 
public shown such keen interest in educa- 
tional articles devoted to one line or indus- 


try. 


\While the newspapers were growing to 
understand that the public was interested 
in the subject of the appropriateness o1 
jewelry and the editors were arranging to 
satisfy this demand, publicity was given in 
certain quarters of our trade to the idea 
that the jewelry trade would or was about 
to raise a fund of $100,000 a year to push 
the jewelry cause in the papers of the 
country. Through the circulatton of dia- 
grams referring to a so-called plan of pub- 
licity, in which the figures $100,000 were 
prominently displayed (and were, in fact, 
the optical center of the picture), the 1m- 
given that this amount of 
money was to be available in the jewelry 
trade for newspaper space. These circum- 
stances made it easy to arouse the acquisi- 
tiveness of publishers and to stir up the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion to take steps to stop this publicity. 

Under date of Oct. 9 the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association issued Bulle- 
tin 3368 B Special, entitled “Free Publicity

cure their advertising space free or will 
they pay for it?” <A second blast on the 
lines was issued by the association 
last week attacking the work of the Kansas 
City Jobbers’ Association and others. 

When the editor of this journal ca'led 
upon L. B. Palmer, manager of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Association, to 
explain the difference between the publicity 
asked for by the jewelers and those free 
advertising campaigns tuat have been con- 
ducted in other trades, against which this 
association 1s continually working, he was 
informed by the manager that the bulletins 
in no way intended to reflect on the char- 
acter of the campaign conducted in behalf 
of the jewelry trade, but were published 
simply to inform the publishers ot what 
was being done and to advise them to col- 
lect for the space which they were giving 
it. When Mr. Palmer was told that this 
was an educational campaign purely and 
simply, that there were no funds behind 
it, and that the matter was offered to the 
publishers for its value to their readers, he 
countered by referring to the circulation 
of printed letters and circulars referring 
to diagrams containing the $100,000 pub- 
licity plan, pointing to the “$100,000” in 
prominent figures in the diagram. 

As the manager explained, the purpose 
of his association is to prevent newspaper 
space from being used in any attempt to

boost the sale of a commercial product, 1t 
being the idea of the association that all 
movements of this kind should pay their 
way, and, as the interview with him clearly 
indicated, the unfortunate publication and 
talk of the $100,000 fund has convinced a 
number of tie publishers of the fact that 
the jewelry trace will buy space if it can- 
not gei it free. 

However, it is fortunate that the work of 
this ends with the presenting 
of facts to its members, and the papers and 
publishers their own 
judgment as to what they will accept in 
the way of voluntary contributions. But, 
while many papers will continue to publish 
these jewelry articles for the benefit of 
their readers, the work of THE JEWELERS’ 
(CIRCULAR and retail jewelers in getting pub- 
licity in the future is bound to be harder, 
and, as before stated, would be impossible 
but for the fact that the articles which we 
have prepared for this purpose are purely 
educational in characier, boom no kind of 
jewelry and are as applicable to the cheap- 
est of plated ware as to the finest products 
in gold and platinum.

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DECISIONS BY U. S. APPRAISERS. 


Recent Findings on Imports of Jewelry 
and Kindred Articles of Interest to 
the Trade. 


Among the decisions rendered by the 
Board of United States General Appraisers 
at New York during the past week was one 
on the protest of the Oppenheim, Brussel 
Importing Co. New York, regarding the 
duty On merchandise invoiced “trauer 
brooches.” These the Collector assessed as 
imitation jet jewelry at 60 per cent. ad 
valorem under Par. 448. The importers 
contended that this rate was excessive and 
submitted their case on a stipulation which 
was finally agreed to between counsel. The 
agreement stated that the merchandise was 
the same as some held in a previous case 
as manufactures of paste, and as such was 
entitled to enter this port at 45 per cent. 
ad valorem under Par. 109. 

The Mark Cross Co. et al., New York, 
was also sustained in its protest relatrng to 
the duty on cuff but.ons and links, brooch- 
es, hat pins, necklaces, metal chains, pins 
and lockets, upon which the Collector levied 
a duty of 85 per cent. ad valorem under 
Par. 448. Acting on the ruling in a pre- 
vious similar case, the Board reversed the 
Collector in his original classification and 
placed the duty at the rate of 60 per cent. 
ad valorem under Par. 448 as claimed by 
the importers. 


as 


Abraham & Straus et al., New York, 
were also successful in their protest. On 


a consignment of vanity cases, coin purses 
and powder cases the Collector levied a 
duty of 85 per cent. ad valorem under Par. 
148. This rate the importers claimed was 
in excess, and contended that the merchan- 
dise was properly dutiable at 45 per cent. 
ad valorem under Par. 199. In a stipulation 
agreed to between counsel the merchandise 
was finally allowed to enter the port at the 
rate claimed by the importers. 

Hensel, Bruckmann & Lorbacher, New 
York, were overruled in their protest re- 
garding the duty on metal swivels suitable 
for use in the manufacture of chains. These 


articles the Collector assessed at 50 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 356. In pre- 
senting their protest the importers con- 
tended that the merchandise should be 


classified as manufactures of metal not spe- 
cially provided for, and as such was prop- 
erly dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem 
under Par. 167. The members of the Board 
in rendering their decision stated that after 
hearing the testimony of the United States 
examiner they were satisfied that the swiv- 
els were parts of neck chains. Under tne 
prevailing court and Board decisions it was 
ruled that the articles were, therefore, cor- 
rectly classified as parts of jewelry, as as- 
sessed by the Collector. 

Morimura Bros., New York, were also 
upheld in their protest regarding the duty 
on a semi-porcelain earthenware vase and 
other articles. These the Collector taxed at 
the rate of 55 per cent. ad valorem under 
Par. 80. The imperters in their protest 
made the claim that the merchandise was 
properly dutiable at 40 per cent. ad valorem 
under Par. 79. At the hearing the correct- 


ness of the importers’ claims was admitted 
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and the merchandise was allowed to enter 
this port at the rate ciaimed by them 1n 
their protest.

Geological Survey on the report of gems

This report, which came un- 
heralded and unannounced, has been 
piled, like its predecessors for a number of 
years past, by Douglas B. Sterrett, of the 
United States Geological Survey, who has 
become well known to our industry for the 
caretul work he has been doing in collect- 
ing, collating and compiling data relating 
to our gem industry. His report, which 
covers gem mining in the United States, in 
brief form, but with complete detail, tersely 
compiled, is always a volume that the 
jeweler and gem specialist wishes to keep 
in a handy place in his working library, and 
the report this year, while comparatively 
small, will be no less welcome than its 
predecessors, owing to the value of the in- 


com- 


formation contained therein. 

One feature that will prove interesting 
to the student of gem production is the 
table which appears for the first time giv- 
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ing the production of precious stones in 
the United States for every year since 1&8} 
Mi) ff to date in concise form, this being added 
> “4 | ss am to a summary ot the precious stone indus- 
-, 2 >, try from 1882 to 1914, which will be found 
valuable even to those who have kept the 
complete set of gem reports by the Survey 
in past years. 

As noted in the introduction to the re- 
port published in the last issue of THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, Mr. Sterrett calls at- 
tention to the falling off in mining of pre- 
cious stones in 1914 which was in accord 
with the usual condition in the gem trade 
during times of stress, the greatest decrease 
in productions being noted in the sapphires 
in Montana, due to the fact that the sap- 
phire mines, owned almost entirely by an 
English company, were closed. The ex- 
pected increase in demand for native gems 
due to the two exhibitions on the Pacific 
Coast did not materialize. 

Although the sapphire product dropped 
from $238,635 in 1913 to about $61,000 in 
1914, it still remains the largest factor in 
the total value of the gems produced (name- 
ly $124,651), turquoise and matrix coming 
next, a little over $13,000; agate third, ag- 
gregating a little over $8,000; tourmaline 
fourth, aggregating about $8,000 and varis-

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DOES MORATORIUM APPLY HERE? 
Case Involving War Law of Belgium 
Heard by New York Supreme Court. 

Another action to ascertain whether the 
uropean moratoria are effective in this 
country was brought before the Supreme 
Court in New York last week by Michael 
Goldmuntz, a diamond importer, 87 Nassau 
St., \Janhattan, William Naigles 
and Sam Spitzel, doing business in Belgium 
under the style of Sam Spitzel & Co. Jus- 
tice Weeks for two days (Oct. 18 and 19) 
heard testimony and then reserved decision. 

The action was brought on an accepted 
bill of exchange delivered by the defend- 
ants in Antwerp, Belgium, in February, 
1914, to the plaintiff. The draft amounted 
to about 20,000 francs and was not due in 
selgium until Sept. 5, 1914. 

Before the note was due both defendants 
and the plaintiff, all being American citi- 
zens, returned to this country Consequent- 
ly, when the note became due in Belgium, 
the plaintiff presented the draft, but was 
refused payment. 

Suit to recover the amount was there- 
upon brought in the Supreme Court. The 
plaintiff, in presenting his case, claims that 
owing to the fact that moratoria were is- 
sued tor the protection and benefit of resi- 
dents and citizens of Belgium, they could 
not be taken advantage of by American citi- 
zens residing in this country. 

The defense, in answering, claimed that 
by reason of the Belgian moratoria, which 
extended the time for payment of all nego- 
tiable instruments until the end of the war, 
the draft could not be collected ‘at this time. 
They also claimed that moratoria are ap- 
plicable even to American citizens.

Yet, 1f some- 
thing could be done along these lines to 
enable those who were willing and anxious 
to finish their glass in a proper manner, it 
would greatly uplift the industry, which 
has, to a great extent, become demoralized 
through the inferior finish and cheap labor.

Old Cut Glass. 


UT glass, nowadays so generally used 
and one of the staple articles for 
presentation on modern festive occasions, 
was not so many years ago quite a costly 
article and to be found only in the homes 
of the rich. The glass cutter of that period, 
say, 100 years ago or even less, was not 
familiar with the many different cutting 
wheels and other tools, the abrasive sub- 
stances, etc., that are at the command of 
the modern giass cutter, and his machinery 
was operated by hand or other primitive 
power. In spite of these disadvantages, 
however, he turned out some very fine work 
and authentic specimens that are still in 
existence, command high prices and are 
eagerly sought by collectors. 

The sale at auction some years ago of 
one of the famous English glass cutting 
plants, with the consequent dispersal of the 
stock and the auctioning off shortly after- 
ward by a leading London art dealer of 
what was described as a “room full of 
choice old cut glass,” afforded the con- 
noisseur an opportunity to acquire specially 
fine pieces that is hardly likely ever to 
present itself again. 

The choicest existing specimens of the 
glass cutters’ art of early times are of 
English production. Strowbridge and Dud- 
ley in Worcestershire, England, were and 
sti:l are famous for their works, 
extensive deposits of the minerals used as 
raw material being found in their immediate 
neighborhood, but it was through London 
that their productions were distributed and

Holds Meeting in New York.

the Association of American Cut Glass 
\Mlanutacturers was held on Friday, Oct. 
lo, at the Imperial Hotel [here were 
present \Mlessrs. H. D. Carey, chairman; 
\rthur L. Blackmer, secretary W. F 
Dorflinger, Messrs. Strittmatter, Steinman, 
Sells and Taylor. Arrangements were 
made for the annual meeting to be held 


about Dec. 9 at the Hotel Imperial. A 
session will take place in the morning, a 
further one in the afternoon, and in the 
evening a banquet will be given, at which 
speakers will give interesting addresses on 
topics vital to the cut glass industry. 

The association has done considerable 
good for the trade in general of recent 
years, the latest achievement being the re- 
duction of freight tariff on cut glass to 
the Pacific Coast. It was tormerly $6 per 
100, and in future (from Oct. 18) will be 
only $3. Two years ago the official classi- 
fication was reduced from double first class 
rates to one and a half times the first class 
rate. 

The association is still making further 
efforts to get a reduction on the western 
and southern classification. The railroad 
officials are not very enthusiastic about it, 
as the purchaser has always to bear freight 
on cut glass, and they claim, and justly, 
too, that any attempt at obtaining a re- 
duction of freight should be made by the 
department or pur- 
themselves, and not

PERSIAN PLATE OF THE SASSANIAN DYNASTY. 
brings the museum collection of early Per- 
sian ware to a state of excellence scarcely 
bettered in any public gallery. The interest 
in such ceramics is of comparatively recent 
origin, for, although the romance and 
beauty of the later Persian art has long 
been known, it is only with the archaeolog- 
ical discoveries of the last two decades 
that any general appreciation has been de- 
veloped for the more primi.ive arts of the 
Near East. As has previously been stated 
in the Bulletin, Rhages, Sultanabad and 
Rakka were thriving cities and centers of 
a high civilization, two Persian, the third 
Mesopotamian, all of which, for various 
causes, perished in the 15th century. Rub- 
bish mounds now are the only remains that 
mark the sites, and during the last few 
years these have been systematically ex- 
cavated by either native speculators or Ar- 
menian merchants, who were the first to 
bring examples of early Persian art to the 
Occident. The great yield of the mounds 
has been in po‘tery, generally broken, and 
varying widely in period and excellence, its 
rudeness and age increasing with the depth 
of the excavations. Such pottery 1s, how- 
ever, always infused with the spirit of the 
age and people which produced the poets 
Omar, Sadi and Hafiz. and in decorative 
invention, charm of design, beauty of color 
ic has never been excelled by the ceramics 
of any people. Since the first purchase of 
a few examples of this ware, described in 
the Bulletin for April, 1909, the collection

the Sassanian piece, which it somewhat re- 
sembles in glaze. It was excavated at 
Rhages and represents the early pottery of 
that city, called Gabri ware, made in the 
ninth or 10th century, and recently dis- 
covered at a depth of from 30 to 40 yards 
underground. Rhages, once the rival of 
Bagdad, with a reputed population of more 
than half a million, was overwhelmed and 
practically destroyed by the Tartar invaders 
early in the 13.h century, and almost all 
the pottery now excavated from the deso- 
late ruins of the city was made anterior to 
its invasion, and much must have been pro- 
duced only shortly before its fall, so simi- 
lar is it in style to dated specimens made 
in the first years of the 13th century. A 
very finely potted body of light-weight 
whitish-yellow clay is the chief characteris- 
tic of Rhages ware, which in decoration 
may be divided into three ‘main classes— 
one ornamented in copper luster, a second 
modeled in relief and then glazed in a solid 
tone, the third painted in colors on a white 
enamel ground and sometimes touched with 
gold. One small bowl of the first kind is

among foliage, the third a large jar glazed 
in blue and covered with a thin crust of 
iricescence, a result of burial in the earth. 
This piece, received in the Draper bequest, 
is an example of a type rapidly growing in 
popularity, numerous smaller specimens 
having been bought recently by private col- 
lectors in New York. 

“The development in technique which the 
Persian potter had attained in the follow- 
ing 300 years is shown by the four fine wall 
tiles of the 13th or 14th century, presented 
to the museum by Mrs. Frederick Ferris 
Thompson. The combination of modeling, 
luster and color which these specimens 
show is characteristic of the beautiful tiles 
generally associated with the mosque at 
Veramin, the inner walls of which were 
covered with a brilliant verreer of ceramics 


celebrated in the annals of Persian art. 
Three of the specimens given by Mrs. 


Thompson are inscribed with portions of 
Koranic texts.

How to Sell It. 


Resourcefulness in Creating a Demand—Showing the Relationship Between the Jeweler’s Stock and Other Merchan- 
dise—Needlework and Sewing Accessories Displayed by the Jeweler—A Jeweler’s Plan to Build Up His 
Christmas Savings Club—Timely Warning Against Careless Credit Extension. 


Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular. 
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TTRACTING people to your store is one 
problem and selling another. Many 
a good advertisement pulls people in‘o the 
store. while a discourteous clerk repels 
them. The selling force should be thor- 
oughly instructed to live up to the adver- 
tising. If the advertisement is 125 per 
cent. salesmanship you will have great difh- 
culty, because in that case you will have 
given the impression of exaggeration. 
Plain, straightforward, truthful talk in an 
advertisement will win the confidence of 
the reader and bring him into your store, 
after which it is entirely up to your sales- 
man to complete the transaction. 
Resourcefulness. 


Resourcefulness will do a great deal to 
enliven sales. Resourcefulness creates a de- 
sire to possess, and this is effected largely 
by the power of suggestion. Take, for in- 
stance, the small item of a thimble, which 
finds a place in every up-to-date jewelry 
store. To simply place a number of thim- 
bles in an obscure corner of a showcase 
is not the way to sell them. That’s a very 
primitive method and would have sufficed 
many years ago, before storekeeping neces- 
sitated more scientific knowledge. 

The more modern method of disposing 
of this little sewing requisite is exemplified 
as follows: 

A jeweler placed in his show window on 
black velvet a few examples of beautifully 
embroidered white linen doilies and used 
these as a setting for gold and silver thim- 
bles. Handsome leather boxes containing 
other sewing requisites were also shown in 
the display. A card was used, neatly let- 
tered and bearing the inscription: 





‘“‘These fine examples of exquisite 
needlework were executed by ....” 





And then followed the names of two or 
three prominent young ladies in his home 
town. 

Under this, in unobtrusive letters, was 
the announcement: 


‘“‘We have beautiful thimbles for 


nimble fingers.’ 


This simple selling method sold a whole 
lot of thimbles, and not only that, but 
pleased the young ladies whose work was 
shown in the display window and attracted 
passers-by galore. During the display the 
jeweler advertised in his local newspaper 
that he was showing in his window these 
fine examples of needlework. 

This little plan could be varied by offer- 
ing a prize for the finest example of em- 
broidery or other needlework, The prize 
might consist of a thimble or a sewing set. 

The Psychology of the Case. 

By showing the thimble in conjunction 
with something with the production of 
which it was associated this jeweler in- 
creased the selling possibilities of the arti- 
cle a hundredfold. 


Other Selling Opportunities. 

All the coming holidays offer selling op- 
portunities. Thanksgiving is the first note- 
worthy holiday to come. Watch how the 
department stores advertise for the occa- 
sion. Their advertising managers are paid 
big salaries to turn all these holidays into 
profit. These occasions are used to make 
the goods move. In a word, they facilitate 
a quick turnover, without which the de- 
partment store could not long exist. 

How can the jeweler make Thanksgiving 
profitable? In the first place, Thanksgiving 
is a feasting time, and if you carry a line 
of cutlery you cannot do better than to 
make a generous display of this in your 
show window, and at the same time adver- 
tise it in your newspaper. 

Stock folders are now sold showing, 
when folded, a representation in natural 
colors of the bird that made Thanksgiving 
famous. When opened the recipient reads 
tempting text designed to make him come 
into the store and buy a carving set. 


‘*Dress-Up’’ Day. 
Many parties are held Thanksgiving, too, 


and an appeal could be made to the vanity 


of the hostess or host to “dress up” the 


table. That, in fact, should be the very 
basis of your Thanksgiving advertising 
talk. Dwell on it as a “dress-up” day. If 


you carry cut glass you can advertise that 
it will be well to “dress up” the table with 
a new cut glass pitcher, or with a new carv- 
ing set, new silver, etc., etc. 

The advertising need not be confined to 
accessories for dressing up the table. Every 
man, woman and child who can afford it 
by force of custom is “dressed up” on 
Thanksgiving. Therefore what better op- 
portunity to sell moderately priced jewelry 
needs, like scarfpins? 

Every jeweler is supposed to have some 
artistic sense, so why not put in the win- 
dow a silk necktie containing a new crea- 
tion in scarfpins? Don’t forget your show- 
window card, because this will strengthen 
your appeal. Make your text pat. The 
fewer words on the card the better. Use 
something like this: “Dress-up scarfpins 
for Thanksgiving. Exclusive designs.” 

The enterprising haberdasher sees the 
advisability of advertising jewelry in con- 
junction with his dress accessories. Here 
is the advertising copy used a little while 
ago by a member of that trade: 

Dress accessories are important. Fashion 
changes with each recurring season. Her 
mandates must be strictly obeyed if one 
would be correctly dressed. 

In this shop the “trifling details” count 
for much in the careful, discriminating se- 
lection of approved accessories for every 
dress occasion. 

The full-dress shirt, its accompanying 
collar and tie, the muffler, hose, the walk- 
tng-stick AND THE JEWELRY are what the ex- 
clusive mode ordains. Quality first and 
always. 

Note how the haberdasher mentions the 
sale of jewelry as a dress accessory. He 
doesn’t consider it a luxury, so why should 
a jeweler with a finer quality of stock not 
have all the more reason to dilate upon its 
quality and its appropriateness as a dress 
accessory?

Herewith we show a suggestion for a 
Fall window that many jewelers may be

The tramework may be built of some 
kind of compo board, or of wood. There 
is a compo board already veneered which 
could be used in its original state for this, 


or veneer paper can be secured and pasted 
the frame, or the frame may be 
stained and varnished. 

A trame of this nature can be used over 
the permanent background, where one has 
already been installed. This will serve to 
give a chance to the window trims. some- 
thing that is very desirable where perma- 
nent backgrounds in use. 

A frame of this kind may be built 
that it can be placed in front of a mir- 
rored background.

The upper panel is shown with a scene 
peculiar to late Summer and early Fall. 
The cattails make a very nifty decoration. 
This can be painted on canvas or felt, or it 
can be cut out of felt and attached to a 
plush or other sheet filling the panel. The 
paintings to fill the panel, the illustration 
gives only a suggestion of how it may be 
done. 

Any other scene could be used if it is 
representative of the Fall season. 

Where the trimmer is unable to paint or 
draw these scenes he can resort to the wall- 
paper house. Here he will find an abun- 
dance of border effects that may be used 
advantageously in such a panel that he will 
have no difficulty in getting just the very 
thing. 

The plateau, or fixture in the foreground, 
is just a little different from most of the 
ideas used. Here we have a longer shelf at 
the top, whereas it is usual to place the 
shorter one there. 

A fixture of this nature may easily be 
made of wood. It can be covered with felt 
in colors to harmonize with the rest of 
the window. Such a fixture can be used 
over and over again, the covering being 
changed to match the changes made in the 
coloring of the background. 

Brown is a Fall color and, if judiciously 
used, will form a rich setting for many 
classes of goods. Green of the duller order 
is also appropriate. 

Natural and artificial foliage may be 
used in many ways to brighten up the Fall 
window. The bright-colored leaves of the 
forest are pleasant to look upon and at- 
tract a great deal of atten‘ion if tastefully 
arranged.

The Assassins. 


HERE are various kinds of assassins, 

but the assassin of time is the hardest 

to cope with, and is a business barnacle 
that presents a most perplexing problem. 

The poor we have with us always, but 
they can be straightened and sent singing 
on their way. The flies flit and bite in fly- 
time, but they can be swatted, and other 
annoyances can be made beautiful or can 
be eliminated by judicious use of powder— 
face, gun or bug. But the Assassin of 
Time is in a class by himself. It takes a 
genius to know how to put the quicklime 
on him, to know how to chuck him into 
the quicksand or to know how to put quick- 
silver into his ear. 

He comes into our office wearing an 
asinine grin and if it’s a clear day he says 
something like, “Don’t you think the 
weather is very clear?” Then he proceeds 
to sit upon one chair, place his feet upon 
another and tell you how his wife treats 
her earache until you develop a bad case 
of ear paralysis yourself. Then he drifts 
to business topics and tells you how hard 
it is to sell goods, that business is rotten 
and that the good old days are gone for- 
ever. The fact that he talks and talks in 
a discouraging vein, rather than acts, and 
prevents his tortured listener from per- 
forming actual work does not seem to 
penetrate his cranium. 

Again the Assassin of Time may be 
quite a different sort of fellow. He may 
be one of the finest chaps in the world 
and still lack the sense of when he is wel- 
come as a time-killing guest and when he 
is preventing the natural course of busi- 
ness endeavor. 

One of the happiest and most helpful 
faculties of the American business man is 
his ability to take serious business lightly, 
to make of it a genuine pleasure and at 
times, when time affords (for few busi- 
nesses require or give the opportunity for 
an eight-hour day of intensive work, and 
few of us could stand it if such a course 
of action prevailed) to give attention to 
strain-alleviating non-essentials. It is only 
when a proper sense of proportion and a 
sense of the fitness of this lighter treat- 
ment of general or business affairs is not 
appreciated that havoc is worked. 

At the wrong times, then, some of the 


finest fellows in the world become assas- 
sins of time in actuality. 
Here’s how to get rid of him. First of 


all, place a desk clock so that it will be in 
plain sight of all visitors.. When he has 


outstayed his welcome, look at the clock. 
[f he doesn’t get that scowl at the clock. 
Then if he doesn't budge wind the clock 
and mutter something about its running

How to Find the Selling Price. 


HE table printed below o1\ es rules hetp- 
T ful in enabling you to fix your selling 
prices. This table should have been printed 
in the last issue of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCU- 
LAR in connection with the article entitled 
“Storekeeping Science in a Nutshell,” which 
appeared on page 101. The rule is, as 
stated in that article, to divide the cost 
(invoice price with freight added) by the 
figure in the column of “net rate per cent. 
profit desired” on the line with per cent 
it costs you to do business. 

Application of the rule will indicate real 
profitable and unprofitable items. The table 
will be of aid in suggesting the necessity of 
a lower purchase price on the unprofitable 
items or a higher selling price on the un- 
profitable items, or a restriction of the vol- 
ume of business. It would be well to re-

Diseased Metal 


A CURIOUS condition in metal is what 
might be termed “disease.” 

faults may occur in the composition of 
an alloy, but these are not what is meant 
by the above word “disease.” Such mis- 
takes are no more or less than the acci- 
dental lapses of judgment that will some- 
how creep into the best of plants no matter 
how well managed they may be. 

Whenever these errors in mixtures hap- 
pen there is usually no great mystery about 
their causes, provided some little study is 
given to the facts. Given the evidence as 
to plain physical conditions, and these par- 
ticulars be properly backed up by tests, 
and the conclusions are about as inevitable 
as taxes, maybe more so. 

But there are some troublesome peculi- 
arities about the metals that do not fall into 
such easy categories. 
in their aspects. 

Exactly what it is that causes a_per- 
fectly sound appearing piece of metal to 
change its structural strength when not 
under apparent pressure or action of either 
mechanical or physical or chemical charac- 
ter is a problem. But from time to time 
further light is being thrown upon these 
faulty conditions and it is seen unques-

sponsibility been rightly placed.
